Good Money Always Good. 


“Another thing—good money is always 
good. money is always at par, never 
ata Premium and never ata discount. When 
people buy good money with bad money they 
say the good money is ata premium. That 
is not so. The bad money is at a discount. 
That is what is the matter. [Applause.] 
Good money is always at par. And yet we 
have a man running for the Presidency, on 
free silver platforms [laughter] with two 
Vice-Presidents, that says money is the 
creature of law. 

‘Well, as a man told me today, law is 
often the creature of money [laughter], but 
money never was and never will be the 
creature of law. If you can make money 
by law, why shouldn’t we berich? Ifa hun- 
dred people should settle on an island and 
form a government and elect a legislature, 
they could make laws, and if money is the 
creature of law there is no reason why they 
should not be as wealthy as Great Britain 
{laughter and applause]. Law is inexhaus- 
tible [laughter], and if you can turn it,into 
money, no nation has an excuse for being 
poor. , 

“Then there is another thing. If the gov- 
ernment can make money by law—and I 
would like to have some good Bryan man 
answer the question—if the government can 
make money by law, why should the govern- 
ment collect taxes? [Laughter and ap- 
plause.] 

** Let us be honest. Here is a poor man 
with a little yoke of cattle cultivating forty 
acres of stony ground, working like a slave 
in the heat of summer, in the cold blasts of 
winter, and the government makes him pay 
$10 taxes, when, according to these men, 
it could issue a $100,000 bill in, a»second. 
Issue.a bill and give the fellow with the 
cattle a rest. [Laughter.] Is it possible for 
the mind to conceive anything more absurd 
than that the government can create money? 


Government Creates Nothing. 
** Let me tell you why: The government 


creates nothing. The gove-nment does not 7 


support the people; the pecple have to sup- 
port the government. [Applswuse.] The gov- 
ernment is a perpetual paupr. It raises no 
corn, no wheat, digs no goid. It collects 
taxes—alms—and we have tu support the 
government. We give a par: of what we 
create by our intelligence,,by our strength, 
and the government produces nothing, never 
did, and never will. We cannot depend on 
the government for bread. We have to feed 
the government. ‘ 

‘* Withdraw. our support, and where would 
the gentleman, tne officials, bo? What would 
become of your Presidents and Congresses, 
were it not for the taxes paid by the people? 
We—and. remember it—we have to support 
the government; government cannot support 
us, and the idea that the governmeat can 
create money, in politics, in finance, is just 
as absurd as the doctrine of perpetual mo- 
tion is in mechanics; just as idiotic as the 
philosopher’s stone; just as absurd as the 
fountain of eternal youth [applause]; just 
as idiotic as the transmutation of metals. 
Any man, capable of believing that money 
can be created by law is incapable of rea- 
soning on any subject whatever. [Applause.] 

‘Ah, but they say, what makes gold val- 
vable -is that the law has made it a legal 
tender. Again, gentlemen, you are arguing 
backwards. Because it was valuable, the 
law made it a legal tender. Making it a 
legal tender did not give it value; but being 
valuable the law made it a legal tender, 
recognizing its: value. And, yet, these gen- 
tlemen say that it got all its value from the 
law making it a legal tender. It is exactly 
the other way. The legal tender law rests 
on the value of the metal. Why is gold 
valuable? I don’t know. Why do most peo- 
ple love oysters? I don’t know. [Applause 
and laughter.] Why do so many people get 
idiotic about election? [Applause.] I don’t 
know. But these are facts in human nature. 
For some reason, or for many, people give 
a value to gold. And that value is recog- 
nized by the law making power, and that is 
all there is to the legal tender act. 


«“ How Can Money Be Too Good?t”’ 


«* But,’ says Mr. Bryan, ‘ our money is too 
good.’ How can money be too good? There 
may not be enough of it in my neighborhood 
—there is not. |Laughter.] But how can it 
be too good? He says, ‘We want more 
money.’ I say ‘ Yes. We want good money, 
and the more good money we have the bet- 
ter.’ There has been added to the money of 
the world $225,000,000 in gold the last year, 
dug from the miserly crevices of the rocks. 
Next year there will be, in all probability, 
a hundred millions more than that. We are 
getting more good money. 

“But he says, ‘We want cheap money.’ 
Well, why? Because the money is now s0 
good that people hoard it. Consequently he 
wants to get money that nobody will want. 
to keep. [Applause.] Money that every- 
body will be crazy to spend. If we get that 
kind of money who will take it? 

**In this city, many years ago, there was 
an old colored man at the Grand Pacific. I 
met him one morning and he looked sad, 
and I said to him: *‘ Uncle, what is the mat- 
ter? ‘ Well,’ he said, ‘my wife ran away 
last night. Pretty good looking woman, a 
good deal younger than I am, but she has 
run off.’ And he says: ‘ Colonel, I want to 
give you my idea about marriage. If a man 
wants to marry a woman, and have a good 
time, and be satisfied and secure im his mind, 
he wants to marry some woman that no 
other man on God’s earth would have.’ 
{Laughter and applause. ] 

“That is the kind of money these gentle- 
men want in the United States. Cheap 
money! Do you know that the words 
‘cheap money ‘ area contradiction 1n te>ms? 

Cheap money is always discounted when 
people find out that it is cheap. We want 
good money, and I do not care how much 
we get. But we want good money. Men 
are willing to toil for good money; willing 
to work in the mines; willing to work in the 
heat and glare of the furnace; willing to go 
to the top of the mast on the wild sea; will- 
ing to work in tenements; women are will- 
ing to sew with their eyes filled with tears 
for the sake of good money. [Apphplause.] 


Labor’s Right to Good Money. 


“And if anything is to be paid in good 
money, labor is that thing. [Applause.] If 
any man is entitled to pure gold it is the 
man who labors. Let the big fellows take 
cheap money. ,{Laughter and applause.|] 
or van men living next the soil be paid in 
gold. 

‘** But I want the money of this country as 
good as that. ofany other country. fAp- 
plause.] When our money is below par we 
feel below par. [Applause] I want our 
money, no matter how it is payable, to have 
the gold behird it. I want it so good that 
when a savag? looks on it his eyes will gfeam 
as though he looks at shining gold. That is 
the money I want in the United States. 

“I want to teach the people of the world 
that a demoogacy is honest. [Applause.] 
I want to teach the people of the world that 
America is not only capable of self-govern- 
ment, but that it has the self-denial, the 
courage, the honor, to pay its debts to the 
last farthing. [Applause.] That is what 1! 
want to do. And yet we have a man run- 
ning for the Presidency who appeals to all 
people in debt, and says: ‘ Vote for me, 
vote for me, and you can pay your debt in 
50-cent dollars.” That is what he says to 
them. Not a very honest proposition, but 
that is what he says. ‘ Vote for meand you 
can pay cff your debt with half the money 
it requires now.’ 

‘“‘ And thereupon the creditor says to Mr. 
Bryan: ‘ You are not going to cheat me, aro 
you?’ And Mr. Bryan says: ‘No, free 
coinage will make silver ‘worth $1.29 an 
ounce in gold; free silver will make the 
silver dollars equal to the gold dollars,’ and 
thereupon the debtor holds his coattatis and 
says: ‘In God’s name, how is that going to 
help me?’* [Laughter.] In all his speeches 
he has been guilty of this contradiction— 
cheap silver for debtors, and silver as good 
as gold for creditors [applause], and you 
know that man has not seen the incon- 
sistency of these two statements yet. 
[Laughter.] He will make the same state- 
ment probably tomorrow. 

‘“* When he appeals to the farmers he takes 
the ground that they are gll rascals, and 
what he has said about the farmers is an 
insult to the farmers, and the farmers of 
Vermont and Maine have replied [applause], 
and if the farmers of those States with their 
soil can be honest [laughter], I think a 
farmer in Illinois has no excuse for being a 
rascal. {Applause.] I regard the farmers 
as honest men, and-when the sun shines and 
the rains fall and the@frosts wait, they will 
pay their debts. : 14% 

Talks of the Populists. — 

“YY want to tell you tonight that all the 
stories that have been told about farmers 
being Populists are not true. [Applause.] 
You will find the Populists in the towns, in 
the great cities, in the villages. ‘All the fail- 
ures, no matter for what reason—they are 
on the Populist side. They want to get 
rich by law. [Laughter.! They are tired of 
work. | 

“Then there is another thing I want to 
ask these gentlemen, because I am of an in- 
quisitive turn of mind. [Laughter.] If you 
can make silver 16 to 1 by law when in fact 
it is 31 to 1—that is, it takes sixteen ounces, 
according to them, of silver to be worth 
one ounce of gold. Now, it takes thirty-one 
ounces to be worth an ounce of gold. But 
they propose by law to make sixteen ounces 
of silver the value of an ounce of gold. 

“If they can do that by law, what is the 
use of wasting all that silver? [Laughter.] 
If they can by law make it 16 to 1, why not 
put another clause on and make it 1 to 1? 
{Laughter and applause.] And if they by 
fiat can add 48 cents’ worth of law to 52 


cents’ worth of silver and make a @ollar, wh 
not make all fiat [applause] and use the 4 


ver for forks and spoons? [A voice in,the 

audience: “‘How much is in the dollar 

In a silver dollar? [The voice: 

. Four hundred and twelve grains 

standard. [The voice: “‘ That is 16 to1.”] 
That is 16 to 1. : 

** Now, let me tell you—one of our dollars 
today, 16 to 1, is made equal with gold. And 
how is it made equal with gold? Because 
the Government of the United States has 
promised to redeem it in gold. [Applause.] 
If there was only one grain of silver in a 
silver dollar, and our government promised 
to keep it on an equality with gold, it would 
be just as good as if there were 412. [Ap- 
plause.] The silver of the United States to- 
day, as coin, is worth between 51 and 52 
cents on the dollar, and the moment the 
promise of the government is withdrawn all 
the dollars of the United States coined of sil- 
ver will only be worth 51 cents each. The rest 
is promise, not flat, but promise, and as long 
as we believe the government is able, as 
long as we believe the government has the 
honesty to redeem its promise, that silver 
will be good. [Applause.] 


Promises to Pay Money. 


“Now there is another trouble. A promise 
to pay money is not money. A promise to 
pay money is like a nomination for an office, 
and the fulfiliment of that promise is like 
the election to that office, and onthe 4th day 
of November even Bryan will know the 
difference between promise and fulfillinent. 

“Let me tell you a little something about 
the history of our money, which people don’t 
know or else they forget. In 1792 we made 
in this country a double standard—gold and 
silver. And the ratio was fixed by Thomas 
Jefferson and Alexander Hamilton, and they 
both said that they fixed that ratio on the 
commercial price of the metals. That ratio 
was 15 to 1. And we etarted with a double 
standard—gold and silver, 

* But ae. double standard has always been 
hard to maintain. France has changed the 
ratio moré than 100 times, and, as Dogberry 
says, ‘ where two men ride a horse, one man 
rides behind.’ [Laughter and applause.] 
So in 1806 they found there was too much 
silver in the silver dollar and Jefferson 
stopped the coinage, and no more was coined 
until 1837, and then it was that our people 
in Congress declared that they adopted the 
gold standard. 

‘They lessoned* in 1853 the silver in the 
silver coins, and again they declared that 
their object was to create a gold standard, 
and in all of the time from 1852 to 1873 there 
were coined in the United States only 8,000,- 
000 silver. dollars, and they had all gone out 
of circulation. There was too much silver 
and people got them and melted them up. 
Eight million—that id what the friends, the 
fathers, did for silver. They found that if 
they put too much silver in a dollar it would 
be exported or would go to the melting pot, 
and so they put in a little less silver, so that 
it would not be taken for other purposes. 
That is all. , 

‘* Now, then, according to Mr> Bryan, our 
fathers were the friends of silver. And yet 
our dear old fathers in all their lives only 
minted 8,000,000 of these sacred dollars. 
([Laughter.] 


Allewed Enemies of Silver. 


** Now see what the enemies of silver have 
done. Since 1873 the enemies of silver have 
coined 430,000,000 of these dollars {[ap- 
plauge], and yet silver has kept going down. 
We are coining now over $2,000,000 a month, 
and silver keeps going down. That ‘is the 
difference, and we are now floating these 
430,000,000 of dollars on the promise of the 
government to keep them on a parity with 
gold. [Applause.] 

“I wish every one here would read the 
speech of Senator Sherman delivered at 
Columbus a little while ago, in which he 
gives the history of American coinage, and 
every man who will read it will find that 
silver was not demonetized in 1873. You 
will find that it was demonetized in 1853, 
and if he will read back he will find that 
the apostles of'silver now were in favor 
of the gold standard in 1873. [Applause.] 

‘**Senator Jones of Nevada, in 1875. voted 
for the law of 1873. He said, from his place 
in the Senate, that God had made gold the 
standard. He said that gold was the mother 
of civilization. Whether he has heard from 
God since or not Ido not know. [Layghter 
and applause.}] But now he is on the other 
side. Senator Stewart of Nevada was there 
at the time; he voted for the act of 1873 
and said that gold was the only standard. 
He has changed: his mind. 

**So they have said of me, that I used to 
talk another way; and they have published 
little portions of speeches without publish- 
ing all that was said. I want to tell you to- 
night that I have never changed on the 
money question. [Laughter.] I was op- 
posed to the demonetization of silver because 
I said it put an additional burden on the 
‘debtors. 

** But here is this trouble. [A voice: ‘‘ How 
about McKinley?’’] You wait until you get 
some sense about money. All the debts that 


were due in 1873, or made in 1873, of individ-| 


vals have all been paid or they are all out- 
lawed. You cannot help the debtors that 
were injured then; you cannot help the debt- 
ors of 1873 by swindling the creditors of 
1896. That has been done right along: it has 
been done. It has been acquiesced in by the 
commercial world, and this Nation cannot 
correct a mistake of mankind. 


Reviews Personal History. 


** Let me tell you how I have stood on this 
question. Twenty years ago, at Cooper 
Union, in the City of New York, ir 1876, I 
made a speech upon this subject among 
others, and I want to tell you just what I 
said at that time, and you will see how much 
I have changed. 

‘‘ Supposing that silver was demonetized 
in 1873; I denounced it as a fraud on debtors. 
I wanted silver remonetized, but I ‘wanted 
gcod dollars, and here is what I said: 

‘***T am in favor of honest money. I am 
in favor of gold and silver. I am in favor of 
paper with gold and silver behind it. TI be- 
lieve in silver, because it is one of the great 
American products, and I am in favor of 
anything that will add to the value of an 
American product, but I want a silver dollar 
worth a gold dollar, even if you have to 
make it four feet in diameter.’ [Laughter 
and applause.] 

‘You would say my head was level then. 
[A voice: “It is level now.”’ Latghter.] 
Yes, sir; no government can afford to bea 
clipper of coins. A great republic cannot 
afford to stamp a lie on silver or gold or 
paper. Honest money for an honest people, 
issued by an honest Nation! 

‘“*I have been told that during the war we 
had plenty of money. I never saw it. I 
lived years without enriching my eyes with 
the sight of a dollar—and the greenback, un- 
less you have the gold behind it, is ho more 
a dollar than a bill of fare is adinner. You 
cannot make a paper dollar without taking 
a dollar’s worth of paper. We must have 
paper that represents money. : I want it is- 
sued by the government, and I want behind 
every one of these paper dollars either a dol- 
lar in gold or a silver dollar worth 100 cents, 
so that every greenback under the flag can 
lift up its hands and swear, ‘I know that 
my redeemer liveth.’ [Applause.] That was 
where I was twenty years ago, and that is 
where I am tonight. For nations and indi- 
viduals, at all times, everywhere and for- 
ever, honesty is the best policy. [Applause.] 


Honor Versus Fraad. 


“setter be an honest bankrupt than arich 
thief. Poverty can hold in its hand the jewel 
honor—a jewel that outshines all other gems. 
A thousand times better be poor and noble 
than rich and fraudulent. [Appiguse.] Ah, 
but they say—these statesmen, these gentle- 
men who give their attention to running for 
office [laughter]—-they say gold has been cor- 
nered. Well, let us see. Whenever wheat 
is cornered in Chicago the price goes up. 
That is what they corner it for. If gold had 
been cornered the rate of interest would 
have steadily risen. And yet, the rate of in- 
terest has steadily gone down from 1873 to 
1806. [Applause.] That is a demonstration 
that there is no corner on gold. [A voice in 
the audience—**‘ Where has the gold gone?’’)} 

“The gold is in this country—$600,000,000 
of it. [{Applause.] And the gold that is in 
this country makes every greenback and na- 
tional bank bill and silver dollar good. [Ap- 
plause.] You take that gold away and you 
are bad. You understand that. [Applause.] 

** Now then, my friends, suppose we had 
silver money? How would you Keep them 
from cornering that? How would jou keep 
the Vanderbilts, the Rockefellers, and the 
Astors away from the silver? If it is good, 
they will get it. [Laughter.] If it is not 
good you don’t want it. They have just as 
good a chance to corner silver as they ever 
had to corner gold. The sjlver will be easier 
cornered because it is only worth a fraction 
as much. But, say these gentlemen—you 
know they love the poor. [A voice: ‘“* Free 
coinage will bring prosperity.’’] 

‘““Wree coinage will bring prosperity? I 
don’t know. I am not a prophet nor the son 
of a prophet, and perhaps not a very profit- 
able son [laughter], but I can see into the 
future as far as any Populist. (Laughter.] 
Now, let us see what kind of prosperity free 
coinage will bring, because I want you all 
to know that I want prusperity. [Applause.] 
That is my failing. 

Effect of Free Silver. 
*“ Free coinage of silver, that is, for the sil- 


ver of the world, would, first of all, bring us 


to a silver basis. Our money would be sil- 
ver. We have $600,000,000 in the Treasury in 
gold. This would instantly go out of cir- 
culation. There is only about $1,300,000,- 
000 of specie currency in the United States. 
There would be about $700,000,000 left, a 
part of that greenbacks. If we come to a 
silver basis, then the greenbacks are all to 
be redeemed in silver, and they would only 
be worth 50 cents on the dollar. All your 
wa nal bank bills, secured by government 

n 


would go to 50 cents on the dollar, be- | 


eause free silver means the payment of all 
bonds in silver. 

‘‘ And what else? All yeur glorious silver 
dollars would be cut square in two, be worth 
50 cents apiece. 
us? It would leave us with only $350,000,000 
of currency, specie, and paper, and that 
would be $5 a head for all the people of the 
United States, and this would be done in 
the name of prosperity. What else would 
happen? Every man living op an income 
wotld have to live on just ‘half; every 
soldier’s pension would y cut dead in two; 
every one. And what else? very man 
that had a debt woufd try to collect it,in 
gold before the law caught him. Every 
one. Business would stop. No money. 
Panic would come, and then bankruptcy al- 
most universal; and that is what these gen- 
tlemen call the prosperity of free coinage, 
There are millions of. people in the United 
States who are creditors and debtors. They 


-want to be paid, and they want to pay the 


men they owe, . 

‘Nobody can be helped by free coinage 
except the few people who could pay their 
debts if they were willing. Some say that it 
would help the mine-owners. It would not. 
Coining this bullion into.dollars would not 

crease its value, because you could coin 
the bullion of the whole world and the sup- 
ply would be greater than the demand. Have 
free coinage tomorrow and there is not a 
silver mine owner that would make a dollar, 
not one, by changing it into American’ coin. 
It would only be worth what the bullion is 
worth in the open market. 

“ Now, what.1I want to say to you tonight 
is, ‘in this country we want good money, 
good, honest money, and there never was any 
real prosperity for a nation or an individual 
without honesty, without integrity, and it fs 
our duty to preserve the reputation of the 
great republic.’ [{Applause.] Let us have 
sense enough to vote for our own interests. 
We did not have it in 1892. [Laughter.] I 
hope we have learned something in the last 
four years. So remember that money fs 
something that cannot be made; that it has 
to be found. Recoliect that money cannot 
be created by law. Recollect that you can- 
not make something out of nothing. Just 
keep that in your minds. 

Labor for Home Hands. 

“Then we have another question. And 
the next question is one of tariff, one of pro- 
tection. The question is, ‘Shall we keep 
the American market for ourselves, or give it 
away to other folks?’ [{Applause.j Now, 
let me tell you something. A nation that 
sells raw material will grow ignorant and 
poor. aA nation that manufactures’ will 
grow intelligent and rich, 
audience, ** That’s right.”""] It takes muscle 
to dig ore. It takes a mind to manufactufe 
a locomotive. 

“And iin this country we want to give 
work to brains as well as to hands. We 
want to raise great men and great women; 
that is the best crop that we can raise. 
{Laughter and appiause.}] We want to de- 
velop the brains of America. We want to 
give scope to the ingenuity and the imagina- 
tion of our people. And our people stand 
in the same relation to invention that the 
ancient Greeks did to sculpture. We are 
the greatest nation of inventors upon the 
earth. I want the things that we use made 
here in our own land, [Applause.] I want 
to see the furnaces hot with flame. 

**And I tell you tonight that the smoke 
rising from the stack—that smoke forms the 
only clouds on which has ever been seen the 
bow of American promise. [Applause.] 
Keep the wheels turning; keep the shuitles 
fiying; give work to labor’s countless hands. 
Take advantage of the forces of nature; that 
is what we want. 

** We have tried what they call the Demo- 
cratic tariff, a bill passed by perfidy and dis- 
honor, according to Cleveland: and he was 
not mean enough to sign it or brave enough 
to vetoit. [Laughter.] We have tried that. 
In 1892 I said, if Cleveland was elected, he 
would cost the people of the United States 
five thousand millions of dollars. 1 under- 
estimated the loss. 
ment in debt $500,000,000 more. He has cost 
the people of this country seven or eight 
thousands of millions of dollars, and that is 
only by a threat of free trade. ‘There js ar. 
old song, ‘We Put the Wrong Man (ff at 
Buffalo., [Laughter.] We have got another 
song, ‘ We Took the Wrong Man On at Buf- 
falo.’ [Laughter.] 

Attacks Free Trade. 

“T want everything that we use manu- 
factured in America. Ah, but say these 
free traders, we want the markets of the 

eworld. Well, gentlemen, what is to.,hinder? 
We have got no export duty. Iron is as 
cheap here as anywhere on earth. You'can 
get timber here as well as any other place. 
You can send your reapers and mowers 
and thrashing machines and churns to any 
market of the world. Why don’t you do it? 
I can tell you why. Because in the republic, 
under our flag, wageéee are too high... That 
is the reason they cannot do it. And what 
keeps wages high? Frotection. [Applause.] 
And why do they want free trade? For the 
sake of low wages. Labor makes things 
valuable, that is tntelligent labor. A ton 
of iron ore is worth only a few cents itn the 
ground. Lime is worth only a few cents in 
the cliff. Coal is worth only a few cents in 
the ground; and you make a ton of steel 
rails worth $25, of which $23.50 is labor. 
The raw material as material only $1.50.A lo- 
comotive worth $10,000—the raw material 
not worth $50. A steamship worth $500,000— 
the raw material not worth $5,000. All the 
rest is labor. 

‘“‘And if labor is higher here than in’ the 
rest of the world we must save the Amer- 
ican market for the American mechanic. 
[Great applause.] That is good sense. 
[Laughter and applause.}] And even if we 
have to pay more for it here it is better. 
I have said one hundred times, ‘Suppose 
sou can buy a ton of steel rails in England 
for $20 in gold, and you buy it, how does 
the account stand? You have a ton of Steel 
rails and Great Britain has $2@ of our gold. 
Suppose you buy the ton of steel rails here 
and give $20 in gold, then how does the ac- 
count stand? The United States has got 
the gold and the rails, too, both here, under 
our flag.’ [Applause j That is the reason 
I am for it. 

‘*‘And do you know what fs the matter 
with the country today? We want more 
business. Talk about charity! Business 
is the ity ever conceived of. 
Business that feeds the hungry, that clothes 
the naked; business that wipes the tears 
from widows’ eyes and orphans’ cheeks; 
business that puts dimples of joy: in the 
cheeks of sorrow; business that puts a roof 
above the heads of the homeless; business 
that fills the world with art and song, with 
commerce, the land with happy homes. 

Want Business, Not Charity. 

“What we want is not charity; we do not 
want Populistic. philanthropy. We want 
want fiat philosophy, and we don’t want 
any silver swindle’. We want business. 
That is what we want. [Applause.] 
and water are ourservants. Let them work. 
Lightning and steam are our slaves. Let 
them toil. Start the fires and let labor with 
its countless hands have work, and where 
there is work there is no want. That is 
what Iwant. I want protection find prosper- 
ity. [Applause.] I want good sense and 
business. 

‘““Do not deceive us with debased coin. 
Give us good money, the life blood of busi- 
ness, and let it flow freely through the veins 
and arteries of commerce. That is what we 
want, business. We.won’'t have it Le 
we have confidence in the future, and no 
sénsible man in the United States will have 
any confidence in an administration to be 
governed by the new Democracy. [Ap- 
plause.] 

‘We want credit. Credit is based on con- 
fidence, and when we have good times, you 
know, everybody nearly has credit. Every 
man’s mouth is ‘a mint that issues dollars. 
When a good fellow with a good job goes to 
the grocer and says, ‘Give me $5 worth of 
sugar, $> worth of coffee; charge it,’ he 
has added $10 to the currency of the United 
States. [Applause.] He has inflated the 
money; and when another buys a horse and 
gives his note for $100 he has inflated the 
money. And afterwards, when times get 
hard, and they won't credit, then they say 
money is scarce. There is just as much 
money as there was before. Credit is scarce. 
That is the trouble. Confidence is gone, aad 
yet they are going to give prosperity at 16 
to 1. [Applause.] What does that mean? 
That will mean sixteen men for one dollar 
flaughter]. sixteén men hunting one job. 
That is what it will mean. And of the six- 
teen fifteen failures, bankrupts. 


Government by Lav. 


“And now what is the next question? Is 
this a government of law? If we cannot 
make money by law, can we keep peace by 
law? That is the question. Is this a gov- 
ernment of the people? Can the people make 
laws that the people are bound to obey? 
Shall we be bound by the decision of the 
highest tribunal, or shall we depend upon 
the mob? That is the question. 

‘“‘T hate the mob spirit. Civilized men 
obey the law. Civilized men believe in or- 
der. Civilized men believe that a man that 
makes property by industry and economy 
has the right to keepit. [Applause.] Civil- 
ized men believe that that man has the right 
to use it as he desires, and they will judge of 
his character by the manner in which he 
uses it. If he endeavors to assist his fellow- 
men he will have the respect and admira- 
tion of his fellow-men. But we want a gov- 
ernment of law. We do not want labor ques- 
tions settled by violence and blood. 

“1 want to civilize thé capitalist so that 
he will be willing to give what labor is worth. 
Tl want to educate the workingman so he wiil 
be willing to receive what labor is worth. I 
want to civilize them both to that degree 
that they can settle all of their disputes in 
the high court of reason. '

the commerce of the Nation, then. se 
preach the gospel of bludgeon, the gospel of 
torch and gun. I do not believe in that re- 
ligion. I believe in a religion of kindness, 
reason, and law. The law is the supreme 
will of the supreme people, and we must 
obey it, or we go back to savagery and black 
night. [{Applause.] : 

“T stand by the courts. I stand by the 
President, who ‘endeavors to preserve the 
peace. [Applause and cries of “ Good.”] I 
am against mobs. I am against lynchings. 
[Applause.] And I believe it is the duty of 
the Federal Government to protect all its 
citizens at home and abroad; and I want a 
government powerful enoygh to say to the 
Governor of any State where they are mur- 
dering American citizens without process of 
law, I want the Federal Government to 
say to the Governor of that State: ‘ Stop, 
stop shedding the blood of American cit- 
izens. And if you cannot stop it, we can.’ 
[Great applause.] 

“TI believe in a government that will pro- 
tect the lowest, the pewrest, and weakest, as 
promptly as the mightiest and strongest. 
[Applause.}] That is my government. This 
old doctrine of State sovereignty perished in 
the flame of the civil war, and I tell you to- 
night that that infamous lie was surrendered 
to Grant with Lee’s sword at Appomattox. 
[Applause.] 

Work of the Bondholders. 


“Then there is another thing. The candi- 
date for the Presidency is trying to poison 
the poor against the rich simply because they 
are rich. He hates bondholders. Who are 
the bondholders? Bondholders of the gov- 
ernment, bondholders of the railroad com- 
panies. 

“‘And who are the bondholders of the rall- 
road companies? They &re the men that ad- 
vanced every dollar to build every mile of 
railroad in the United States. They are the 
men who paid every man that cast a shovel- 
ful of dirt. They are the men that paid every 
man that,cut down a tie in the forest, and 
paid every man that dug the ore, paid every 
man that melted it in the works and cast it 
into form. They are the bondholders, a set 
of wretches. [Laughter.] 

“Who are the bondholders of the govern- 
ment? During the war we sold our bonds, 
and people who bélieved that the North 
would triumph bought those.bonds, and 
every man that bought a bond added to the 
credit of the great republic. [Applause.] 

“Very few men own them now who 
bought them then. They have been bought 
many timés since, and all who own them 
now paid about $1.20. [Laughter and ap- 
plause.}] And what did they pay it in? 
They paid it in gold; every dollar. 

** And let me tell you now, every cent that 
has been borrowed in the United States since 
1873 has been borrowed in gold, and it is no 
great hardship to pay it back in the money 
that you borrowed. If they say that money 
has increased so in value, then the fellow 
who borrowed it should have kept it and 
made himself rich. 

‘**Mr. Bryan hates the rich. Would he like 
to be rich? Mr. Bryan hates bondholders. 
Would he like to have a million in bonds? 
Mr. Bryan hates the successful. Has he an 
ambition to be a failure? [Laughter.] If 
he has, wait until the 4th of November, and 
he will be satisfied. 

“Why should we hate the rich? Some 
rich men are good, and some poor men are 
mean. Some poor men are good, and some 
rich men are mean. You cannot like a man 
just because he is poor, and you cannot hate 
him just because he is rich. 


“Why Envy the Rich?” 


“And why should we envy the rich? Let 
me tell yousomething. The Vanderbilts and 
the Astors and the Rockefellers never drank 
any colder water thanI have. [Laughter.] 
They never smoked better cigars. [Laugh- 
ter.] They never ate lighter biscuits 
nor better potatoes, nor drank better IIli- 
nois wine than I have [laughter]—than you 
have. We know the ecstacies of love as 
well as they. We know the love of wife 
and child and friend, and in some respects 
we have the advantage. [Laughter.] They 
fear and we-hope. They’are at the top, and 
they are afraid of falling. We are close to 
the ground and we hope to climb. 
[Laughter.] And, now, is a man to be envied 
simply because he has got more than hecan 
use? What good is that? What is the use 
of carrying 100 canes? What is the use of 
having more than you can possibly spend? 

‘* Let me tell you another thing. Lots of 
these people are owned by the property they 
think they possess, [Laughter.] The prop- 
erty owns them and it will get them up at 
4 o’clock in the morning and will make them 
work like slaves until night.‘ They are 
afraid every minute that somebody is go- 
ing to steal it. They have no confidence in 
the friendship of man or woman. They 
think they are all wanting their money. 
They think their children are anxious to go 
to their funeral. [Laughter.] That all their 
heirs would love to look on their mausoleum. 
{[Laughter.] That is the trouble with them. 

‘And another trouble is that most of 
them are insane. They don’t know when 
they have got enough. What would you 
think of a man that had 500,000 neckties? 
What would you think of that man getting 
up at 3 o’clock in the morning, going 
through snow and slush until 10 o’clock at 
— to get him another necktie? [Laugh- 
ter. 


Trusts and Syndicates. 


* With all my heart, I hate the trusts and 
syndicates that conspire to rob honest peo- 
ple, and I want the laws against them en- 
forced. [Applause.] But I have nothing 
against the man that makes money by hon- 
est methods. I am glad I live in a country 
where its people can get rich. [Applause.] 
It’ is a spur in the side of ambition. The 
poor always have hope, if not for them- 
selves, at least for their children.. Why 
should weenvy the successful? Why should 
we hate them; and why should we array 
class against class? It is all wrong. 

“ For instance, here is a young man, and he 
is industrious. He is in love with a girl 
around the corner. She is in his brain ail 
day, and in his,heart all night [laughter], 
and while he is working, he is thinking, and 
he gets a little ahead, and they get married: 
and he is an honest man, and he gets credit, 
and the first thing you know he has a good 
his children, and his old age is filled with 
content and love. [Good.] 

‘His companions bask in the sunshine of 
idleness—have wasted their time, wasted 
their wages‘ In dissipation, and when the 
winter of life comes, when the snow falls 
on the barren fields of the wasted days, then, 
shivering with cold, pinched with hunger, 
they curse the man who has succeeded. 
Thereupon they all say -they are going to 
vote for Bryan. 

‘* The citizens of America should be friends. 
We have no permanent classes. The chil- 
dren of the rich today may work for the 
men who worked forthem. Sons of million- 
aires may be mendicants; sons of mendicants 
may be millionaires. [Applause and cries of 
“That’s right.’"] The great republic opens 
every avenue to distinction and wealth to her 
children. That is why I like the country. 
That is why I don’t wantit dishonored. 


Against Class Feeling. 


“TIT want no class feeling. Blessed is that 
country where the rich are extravagant 
and the poor economical. [Laughter.] Mis- 
erable that country where the rich are eco- 
nomical and the poor are extravagant. A 
rich spendthrift is a blessing. A rich miser 
is a curse. Extravagance is a splendid form 
of charity. Let the rich spend, let them 
build, let them give work to their fellow-men, 
and TI will find no fault with their wealtn, 
provided they obtained it honestly. 

“Then there is another thing. They are 
trying to fan the flames of hate between the 
South and West on one side and the Iauast 
on the other. Why should we of Illinois hate 
the:East? Give us some reason. Why should 
we hate the East? They never loaned us a 
dollar that :we didn’t borrow. ([Laughter.] 
They never loaned us a dollar that we aid 
not make the application—never one. And 
their money has helped to civilize and build 
up the West, and this City of Chicago, the 
wonder of the world, the second city on the 
continent. was built up by Eastern energy 
and Eastern money and Eastern men. [Ap- 
plause.] 

“Why should we hate the East? Thereis 
where we got a good many of our mistakes, 
and that is where we got a good deal of our 
information. I like the East and I love the 
West.

GOVERNOR ALTGELD AT BREESE. 


He Ignores a Request to Explain the 
Forman Charges. 

Breese, Ill., Oct. 8—[Special.J—This city 
was the scene today of a large political dem- 
onstration in honor of Gov. John P. Altgeld. 
Arrivals from trains and various convey- 
ances soon thronged the streets. There were 
delegations from all the surrounding towns. 
The Governor arrived on the morning train 
and immediately retired. In the afternoon 
a procession was formed a mile in length. 
Five brass bands joined in the parade, with 
all visiting Bryan clubs. ) 

At 2 o’clock Gov. Altgeld was introduced 
to a large assemblage of people by Gen. W. 
A. J. Sparks of Carlyle. The Governor con- 
fined his remarks to the financial issue, never 
once referring to State affairs. His speech 
was well received, applause being frequent 
and of long duration. 

Many came expecting to hear the Governor 
explain the queer transactions in the State 
Treasury upon the death of ex-Treasurer 
Ramsey.

closed doors. One of the purposes of the 
meeting, it is stated, is to remove from the 
State ticket Sheridan Webster, the candidate 
for Auditor, who is charged with desertion 
from tne party. It is not certain that an- 
other candidate will be put in Webster's 
place, but it is thought it will be left vacant 
in order to carry out the scheme of fusion, 
which the members of the Populist commit- 
tee expect will be made today on behalf of 
the Popocrats. The Pepulists’ first demands 
were that they be given Lieutehant-Gov- 
ernor and Railroad Commissioner, but they 
finally decided that they could be satisfied 
with Attorney-General in the place of 
Lieutenant-Governor.

PROBABLE LOSS OF THE SANILAG, 


Capt. Shean of the Barge Oneonta Re- 
ports That the Steamer Is Sunk 
in Lake Erie. * 


Erie, Pa., Oct. 8.—[Special.]—The barge 
Oneonta of Bay City was found at anchor 
off the Peninsula today flying a signal of dis- 
tress, and was towed into port by the tug 
Scott. Capt. M. J. Shean, her master, stated 
tonight that he had grave fears that the 
seamer Sanilac, which had the Oneonta in 
tow, had foundered in yeSterday’s gale on 
Lake Erie. The fate of the crew is not 


known. e | 
Capt. Shean’s statement is as follows: 
“We left Buffalo on the night of Oct. i, 
without cargo, in tow of the steamer Sani- 
lac. On Tuesday we encountered very heavy 
weather on Lake Erie, and beat about all 
day and the next night. On the afternoun 
of Wednesday, when we were about fifteen 
milés west of Erie, Capt. R. Hanna, master 
of the Sanilac, blew two whistles as a signal 
for me to take in my tow line to the steamer. 
“A living gale was raging at the time, and 
through the snow and rain the steamer c@uld 
hardly be seen. I signaled for the steamer 
to turn back for Erie, but Capt. Hanna 
called back that the steamer was sinking. 
Then I saw the crew of the Sahilac getting 
pails and other things into the lifeboat. The 
steamer jet go of the tow line, and headed 
for Conneaut. There was no’sail on the On- 
eonta but the foresail. iI set that and tried 
to reach Erie. I soon found that impossible 
and let go my Small anchor. The barge was 
drifting on the Peninsula, so I let the big 
anchor go in six fathoms of water and it 
held. I think the Sanilac must have sunk, 
and if she did the chances of her crew are 
hty slim.” ae 
sag eat alr from Conneaut this evening are 
that the Sanilac has not been heard from. 
She was owned by Capt. Hanna and George 
Smith, both of Bay City. She rated 310 tons, 
and was built in 1867. | 
Halifax, N. 8... Oct. 8.—The Norwegian 
baraue Ariadne, Capt. Pulson, from Grenick, 
in ‘ballast for Bayverte, ran ashore at 
Green Cove, five miles east of Ingomish, yes- 
terday morning during the easterly gale, and 
went to pieces immediately.

GALE DUES MUCH DAMAGE 


LIVES LOST AND PROPERTY DE- 
STROYED BY A STORM. 


English, Irish, and Welsh Coasts Suffer 
—Vessels Westward-Bound for 
Queenstown Meet with Terrific 
Weather and Are Greatly Delayed— 
Ten of the Crew of a Steamship Are 
Drowned in a Collision on the 
Humber. 


London, Oct. 8.—The storm has caused 
considerable damage at all points along the 
English, Irish, and Welsh coasts. A num- 
ber of casualities have already been report- 
ed, and numerous vessels have been sighted 
flying signals of distress. j 

At Ilfracomb, Devonshire, the sea has 
washed away a hundred feet of the wall 
fronting the Ilfracomb Hotel; the lower part 
of the town was flooded, a number of houses 
being swamped. 

At Porthcawl the seas were sixty feet 
high and have been crashing over the break- 
water. 

Floods are also reported in various parts of 
Wales. The Rhonda and Swansea Bay rail- 
road in many parts is under six feet of water 
‘or washed away. 

The gale is now moderating, but from all 
parts of the United Kingdom immense dam- 
age is reported. The south of Ireland partic- 
ularly suffered badly, the Town Hall at 
Queenstown ‘being severely damaged and 
the country around Cork and the:low parts 
of the town itself being inundated. The 
a. course at Tramore was also much dam- 
aged. 

Traffic in the Mersey has been suspended. 
A schooner with five hands was lost off 
Holyhead and a large ship was wrecked 
at Milfordhaven, in Wales, and all on board 
perished. Numerous small wrecks are also 
reported by which the aggregate loss of life 
has been considerable. 

Incidental to these disasters also many 
plucky rescues by life-boat crews are re- 
ported. 

Queenstown, Oct. 8.—A gale which began 
on Monday. continues today with increased 
fury. All the buoys in Queenstown Harbor 
have been shifting, some of them being 
driven a quarter of a mile from their posi- 
tions, | 

The Daunts Rock lightship, having on 
board a crew of eight men, has broken 
adrift and 4s believed to have foundered, 
while the Roches Point lightship is not visi- 
ble today. : 

Rough Weather for the Majestic. 

The Majestic, which left Liverpool yes- 
terday for New York, arrived here late to- 
day and sailed again for New York at 6 p. 
m. The Majestic took twenty instead of 
ten hours to run from Liverpool to Queens- 
town. It encountered terrific weather and 
reports that it saw nothing of the missing 
Daunts Rock lightship. 

The Belgian steamer Pennland, which 
sailed from Liverpool yesterday for Phila- 
delphia via this port, has also failed to re- 
port here. Both vessels experienced the full 
force of the gale. 

There are 500 passengers here awaiting 
steamers upon which to embark for New 
York and elsewhere. 

Crew of Five Drowned. 

Liverpool, Oct..8.—An unknown ‘schooner 
has been lost off Holyhead, and the crew of 
five men were drowned, 

The boatswain of the steamship Germanic 
from New York Sept. 30 was washed over- 
Board and drowned off the Irish coast in the 
gale which has prevailed. 

Ten Lost in a Collision. 

Hull, Oct. 8.—In a collision this morning on 
the Humber between the steamers Alexan- 
der and Emden, the former sank, drowning 
ten of her crew. -

BOSTON MEN LEAVE FOR cusA, 


Reported Expedition from the Hub 
with War Moanitions, 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 8.—[Special.]—Sailors 
in Boston are talking about the recent 
mysterious voyage of the steamer Fort 
William. It is the general opinion that 
when she sailed for Florida Sept. 29, os- 
tensibly in ballast, her hold contained some- 
thing more than Massachusetts air.

Boston. He says that several small coast- 
ing craft sailed from a desolate part of 
the coast, not far from Nantucket, re- 
cently, carrying sixty-five men, several 
hundred pounds of dynamite and other 
explosives, 100 cases of rapid firing rifles, 
hospital supplies, and soldiers’ clothing. 
These craft cruised about until they saw 
the proper signals from the vessel and then 
each in turn transferred its cargo to the 
to gai hold.

After the transfer of the cargo the British 
flag was hoisted and the steamer sailed for 
a point off the coast of Florida, where the 
cargo and men were again transferred to 
a fast sea-going tug, which conveyed all 
hands and the munitions of war to a se- 
cluded poigt’on the Cuban coast, where all 
were landed under the guard of a strong in- 
surgent force. 


FILIBUSTERS ACTIVE IN FLORIDA. 


Two Carloads of Arms and Ammuni- 
tion Awaiting Shipment. 
Jacksonville, Fla., Oct. 8.—{Special.}—The 
United States cruiser Newark, which has 
been lying off the St. Johns bar since last 
Monday to watgh for filibusters, left tonight 

for the southward under sealed orders. 

Since the arrival of the Newark and the 
revenue cutters Morrill and Boutwell noth- 
ing has been done by the tugs Three Friends 
and Commodore. The Cubans, however,

Many’ people lost their lives during the 
fire, and the losses are now estimated at 
80,000,000 sacres ($54,400,000). 

The populace is furious, and is demanding 
the prompt punishment of the guilty.

‘CZAR IS AT VERSAILLES, 


ACCOMPANIES PRESIDENT FAURE IN 
AN OPEN CARRIAGE, — 


Municipal Counell Decorates the Ve- 
hicle with a Large Bouquet—Greet- 
ings of St. Petersburg to Paris for 
the Imposing Expressions of Cor- 
diality — Reported Explosion of 
Bombs Is Denied by Police, but Re- 
iterated by the Newspapers. 


Paris, Oct. 8.—President Faure arfived at 
the Russian Embassy shortly before 10:30 a. 
m. in an open carfiage, and the Czar and 
Czarina, who had been expected, immediate- 
ly entered the vehicle and, escorted by a 
strong detachment of cuirassiers, proceed- 
ed to the Louvre. En route and at the 
Louvre the Czar and Czarina received an 
ovation from enormous crowds of people. 
The building was superbly decorated. 

The imperial visitors were received by the 
Minister of Instruction, M. Ramband, who 
introduced M. Puvis de Chavannes, President 
of the Salon du Champ de Mars, and M. De- 
taille, the celebrated painter gf battle pict- 
wres. The Czar shook hands with both the 
artists, and exchanged a few cordial words 
of greeting with them. 

Their Majesties returned to the Russian 
Embassy at 11:45, and at noon lunched with 
sixty members of the embassy and the suites. 

At 2 o’clock in the afternoon the Czar and 
Czarina started for Versailles via the Bois 
de Boulogne and the Serves porcelain factory, 
During the short stay which they made at 
the porcelain factory they lit a fire in one of 
the furnaces and afterwards inspected the 


museum. 

The Grand Duchess Olga, infant daughter 
of the Czar and Czarina, was taken to Ver- 
sailles in an open landau, sitting in the lap 
of her nurse, who made the baby wave her 
hand and throw kisses to the crowd, which 
responded with cheers: 

The imperial party arrived at Versailles 
at 4:30 p. m. amid the usual scenes of en- 
thusiasm. Their Majesties visited the gar- 
dens’ and the park, the grounds being beau- 
tifully prepared for them, fountains play- 
ing and everything in the nicest order. 

The Russian tmperial standard was hoist- 
ed over the center of the palace of Versailles 
and floated there throughout the stay of 
their Majesties. 

After having made a tour of the gardens 
the Czar and Czarina entered the Court of 
Honor, where a magnificent tent of red vel- 
vet, trimmed with gold fringe, had been 
erected. 

The imperial party was met by the Min- 
ister of Fine Arts, the director of the na- 
tional museums, and the curator of the 
palace, and was conducted up the Queen's 
staircase, at the top of which they were met 
by Mme. and Mile. Faure, whom their 
Majesties graciously greeted. The visitors 
then proceeded toinspect Marie Antoinette’s 
and other small rooms. .Thence they were 
escorted to the Salle des Claces, and when 
they emerged upon the balcony they were 
most enthusiastically cheered by the crowd, 
numbering about 15,000 people, assembled 
before the palace. Just before dusk the 
grounds were brilliantly illuminated, all 
the trees being hung with fairy lamps. 

The Czar has given 100,000 francs for dis- 
tribution among the poor of Paris.

The 
Czar was in evehing dress, the Czarina being, 
robed in a white dress and-wearing a diadem 
and a necklace of diamonds and pearls. 

The Czar and Czarina having entered the 
imperial train after the performance, it 
started at 11:15 for Chalons, where the mili- 
tary review takes place tomorrow, and it 
was. followed at 11:30 o'clock by the Presi- 
dential train conveying M. Faure. 

The Prefecture of Police this morning 
issued a denial of the report which appeared 
in several newspapers today saying that a 
bomb had been exploded upvon the Place de 
la Concorde. The aithorities say that the 
report grew out of a practical joke. Some 
one placed a simple firework petard at a 
considerable distance from the route of 
traffic, and its explosion caused no damage. 

In spite of the denial of the police officials 
the newspapers insist that demonstrations 
have occurred. In addition to the report 
that a bomb was exploded upon the Place 
de la Concorde the Journal says that an- 
other explosion, injuring one person, oc- 
curred on the Rve St. Florentin, and that 
one arrest was made. 

_ The Gaulois asserts that a number of An- 
archists have been arrested. 

The police are believed to be withholding 
the facts in all the cases.

A dispatch to the Daily News from Paris 
says that the Czar asked the Prefect of Po- 
lice there whether he might not venture to 
explore Paris incognito. The Prefect said 
that it would'be so unsafe that if his Ma- 
jesty insisted he would feel it his duty to 


resign, 

This dispatch also says: ‘‘ Mme: Faure’s 
anomalous position is causing continuous 
difficulties which would have been greater 
still but for the good feeling of the Czarand 
Czarina, but which would not have arisen 
if the Czarind, being ignorant of these 
hitches, had not insisted upon accompany- 
ing her husband.”’

RESOLUTIONS ON ARMENIAN QUESTION 


American Board of Foreign Missions 
Urges Action and Reports 0ffi- 
cers for Re-election. 


Toledo, O., Oct. 8.—This was.a fleld day 
in the American Board of Foreign Missions. 
At the forenoon session President Angell 
of the University of Michigan read the two 
sets of resolutions on the Armenian ques- 
tion. | 
The first set commends the steadfastness, 
courage, and faith of the American mission- 
aries in Turkey and pledges the board to 
stand by them in maintaining their work. 

The second set recites in five preambles 
that American citizens have with the full 
consent of the Turkish Government estab- 
lished schools, colleges, and hospitals, set 
up presses and published books, provided 
for the relief of the needy and instruction 
of the ignorant, bringing to the Turkish 
provinces the blessing of Christian civiliza- 
tion; that under the treaty of 18380, as con- 
strued by both governments for sixty years, 
American citizens in Turkey have the 
right not to be i “in any way 
vexed or molested,” or “disturbed in 
their affairs,”’ and when accused of offenses 
to “be tried by their Minister or Consul,” 
that in violation of these rights, nearly 
$200,000 of property belonging to American 
citizens in Turkey has been destroyed, their 
houses burned, themselves attacked and im- 
prisoned, and in some cases driven from their 
homes; that the government has demanded 


the offenders, but has obtained neither; and 
that these violations of treaty rights indi- 
cate a purpose to destroy the whole ‘ab- 
ric of Christian civilization, which has been 
erected with so much toil, sacrifice, and cost. 

Resolutions were adopted urging the Pres- 
ident of the United States to insist upon the 
issues by the Turkish Givernment of the 
proper “‘ exequatur,”’ that our Consuls may 
securely occupy under the flag of our coun- 
try the posts which our government as- 
signs to them and in the interests of justice 
and in accordance with treaty rights ad- 
minister with authority the duties of the 
office. It was resolved that a committee of 
‘three be appointed by the President of the 
board to present the resolutions to the 
President of the United States...

It is the privilege of this great metropolis 
to make thig mighty if unique reply to the 
sinister threatenings of a cabal of men who 
are masquerading in the filched equipment 
of a great political party.

His first successful work was contributed 
to Once a Week, to Cornhill, and to Punch. 
On the last-named paper he became a per 
manent staff member. He also illustrated 
many books. The remarkable scope of his 
talent may ‘be seen in the fact that the same

He would have to give more.of his prod- 
ucts, even though the dollars he got in ex- 
change were not as valuable intrinsically 
as the dollars in circulation now. For the 
inevitable effect of such a panic as that 
which a free coinage law would bring on the 
country is to drive down prices. Many 
want to sell in order to get ready money. 
Few care.to buy, preferring to keep their 
ready money for an emergency. 

Whoever must have money has to offer 
his goods or products at an abnormally low 
price in order to tempt the cupjdity of some 
one who has money in hand. Any man 
who has kept his eyes open during a panic 
has observed this. At such a time some 
things, like land, are practically unsalable. 

The free silver panic would depress prices 
more than any one this country has ever 
known, and it has gone through various 
severe panics. For it would be accom- 
panied by a sudden, violent contraction of 
the currency. The percentage of shrinkage 
would be greater than in 1837 or 1857. 

Six hundred millions of gold would go 
out of circulation, and the purchasing 
power of 1,200 millions of silver and paper 
money would be diminished one-half. The 
money in the hands of the men who carry 
on the business of the country—of all the 
middlemen—would lose half its value, and 
most of them would be ruined. 

The machinery of collection and distribu- 
tion would be thrown out of gear. The 
farmer does not ship his grain direct to 
Europe and draw on the foreign grain deal- 
er for his money. There are men who re- 
lieve him of a labor he could not perform, 
They buy. his wheat on the farm and they 
ship it. 

These men, deprived of half their means 
by a debasement of the currency and the 
loss of half their credits, would be in no con- 


vacancy now offers the opportunity for some 
man of real strength to step forward and 
take the leadership, though there is not 
much in the condition of the Liberals at 
present to tempt the ambition of any man, 
however able he may be.

BRYAN’S ERRATIC WANDERINGS, 

In the midst of his erratic wanderings 
Bryan on Wednesday night darted into the 
city and out again to continue his roving 
and raving. While in Chicago he barely 
had time to note’ the atmosphere of en- 
thusiasm heralding the approach of Chica- 
go day, on which the people were to enter 
their preliminary protest against all that 
Bryan stands for. No wonder he hurried 
away like a hunted animal to teke up his 
aimless, weary journey again. 

What a curious, grotesque spectacle he 
presents, going hither and thither without 
a plan, ceaselessly ‘moving in and out of 


emergency of an alarming contraction of 
the currency and of a shrinkage in the yol- 
ume and value of the receipts of the gov- 
ernment by empowtring the Secretary of 
the Treasury to issue more greenbacks. A 
free coinage law, no matter how speedily 
enacted, would not give revenue to the gov- 
ernment, nor would it replenish the ecur- 
rency. 

So the printing presses would be set at 
work at once and a flood of legal tender 
notes Would be poured out. The people 
would -be asked to approve of this on the 
ground that it would lessen their taxes, 
Public works would be ordered to give em- 
ployment to the unemployed and provide a 
means of putting still more “ money ” into 
circulation. 

Ostensibly those new greenbecks and the 
old ones would be redeemable in “ coin.” 
But the Treasury would have no gold dol- 
lars to redeem with, nor could it get any 
silver dollars unless it sold silver bonds at 
a high rate of -interest,-and thus increased 
the public debt in time of peace. 

If this were done then it might be nossible 
to redeem the greenbacks in 50-cent silver 
dollars. But Bryan never would consent to 
the sale of bonds in time of peace. He has 
denounced that too often. Consequently 
no provision would be made for the redeem- 
ing of the greenbacks, and they would be- 
gin to depreciate. ! 

As they depreciated there would be an 
urgent demand for the issue of more. They

WILL NOT YOTE ON CALUMET DISTRICT 


Petition for the Sanitary IfMVprovement

The proposed Calumet sanitary district 
and canal to connect the Calumet River 
with the drainage canal will not be voted 
upon at the election next month. Yesterday 
the promoters of the enterprise withdrew 
the petition asking the County Court to 
submit the question to the 25,000 voters of 
the proposed district. 

It was discovered that the big petition did 
not contain the necessary 5,000 signatures 
of voters. The petition will be refiled, but 
not in time for the election next month. 

When the petition was brought into court 
several days ago Judges Carter, Dunne, and 
Neely sat as Commissioners to fix the bound- 
aries of the district. An attack was made 
on the petition by property-owners who are 
opposed to the district and the Commission- 
érs decided to submit the petition to ex- 
perts. 

The commission appointed Marshall D. 
Ewell one of the experts, The opponents of 
the petition were to select a second and the 
petitioners a third: It was reported thatthe 
number of signatures was 4,860. This was 140 
less than the required number. 


MANNOW WITHDRAWS PLEA OF GUILTY 


Believe He Would Escape Death 
Are Presented. 


Julius Mannow appeared in Judge Hor- 
ton’s court yesterday and withdrew his plea 
of guilty of the murder of Carey B. Birch.

These affidavits were made by Assistant 
State’sAttorney Todd, Capt. Charles Larsen, 
Rudolph Liebrecht, Adam Louth, and others. 

Judge Horton took the case under advise- 
ment until 9:30 o’clock tomorrow morning.

Every afternoon in the week, except Sun- 
day, the place is visited by scores of females, 
speculatively inclined, who are afforded 
every modern convenience for losing their 
money. Some of these beskirted victims of 
the ticker habit are young and ordinarily 
good-looking. Others have reached a period 
when most women are grandmothers, and 
their wrinkled faces bear evidence that they 
have not always held winning tickets in 
life’s lottery. Some are clad in fashionable 
and expensive raiment. The garments of 
others indicate the pinch of poverty and an 
indifference to the little niceties of toilet. | 

Ostensibly, the fourth flat at-No. 173 Clark 
street is a furnished flat, where rooms may 
be rented by the week or for a shorter period. 
A sign indicating this to be the case is 
posted conspicuously at the street entrance, 
but it misleads only the uniniflated. 


Guarded by an Electric Step. 

No pool-room being complete without a 
“ jookout,”" the resort at No. 173 is no ex- 
ception to the rule. But a human agency is 
not depended on. Electricity. is the watch- 
dog which never sleeps. Stepping on the 
lower tread of the flight of stairs leading 
from the third floor the visitor closes an 
electric circult which rings a bell in a rear 
room on the fourth floor, and by the time 
the visitor reaches the top of the stairs an 
attaché of the place is found in the outer 
hall ready to bar further progress should 
the visitor for any reason be undesirable. 

These discoveries were made yesterday by 
a reporter for THE TRIBUNE. A young wom- 
an, an excellent representation of a maid-of- 
all-work, ceased her dusting duties for a mo- 
ment and came forward with an evident in- 
tention of asking questions, but changed 
her mind and permitted the reporter to pass 
on to the rear room. This was barely en- 
tered before the reporter was approached 
by a tall young man whose characteristics 
in a personal way. were his reddish brown 
mustache and hair. To these might be added 
his markedly furtive manner of looking 
about him, as if in constant expectation of 
some unpleasant episode.

FORBIDS POLICE TO INDUCE CRIME. 


Decisien by Judge Brentano Sets Free 
Louis Lippman,a Hyde Park 
Beer Bottler. 


Judge Brentano yesterday rendered a de- 
cision in a Hyde Park liquor ¢ase that the 
police have no right to induce crime in order 
to establish a case. ‘‘A crime thus com- 
mitted,’’ he said, “ is not one which the law 
can or should punish. Public officers are ap- 
pointed, not to induce, but to prevent crime, 
and no matter what their zeal may be it is 
not their duty to induce a person to commit 
an offense in order that they may arrest and 
punish the person for it.”’ 

The case in point was that of the city 
against Louls Lippman, a beer bottler at 
Forty-first street and Cottage Grove avenue. 
Lippman is a licensed bottled, but has no 
license to sell beer on his premises. It was 
shown that policemen of the Hyde Park Sta- 
tion had gone to Lippman’s place and in- 
duced him to sell them beer by the bottle.

Park Justice of the Peace and appealed.

FEW SERVICES FOR POLITICAL WEAL 


Day of Special Religious Observances 
Arranged by the Clergy Not Gener- 
erally Marked in Chicage. 


Chicagoans did not generally observe the 
day set apart by the ministers of all denom- 
inations, at a meeting held three weeks ago 
at, Association Hall, as a day of “ fasting, 
confession, and prayer” by people of every 
creed all over the land, in view of what they 
called the “ threatening political crisis."" A 
call was issued to “ the Christian citizens of 
the United States,’’ which said: 

“We, in common with a large number of 
our fellow-citizens of every religious and po- 
litical creed, believe that ou Nation is in the 
throes of a great political conflict, portending 
the most serious consequences, unless there 
be the merciful interposition of the divine 
hand. We believe this to be true independ- 
ent of any settlement of the present Presi- 
dential contest, one way or the other.” 

This call attracted considerable attention 
throughout the country, and in some dis- 
tant cities steps were taken to observe the 
day as requested. This was particularly 
true of Cincinnati, where all denominations 
united in the arrangements, 

But the day was little marked by the 
churches in Chicago.

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AL BANK HAS A STROKE. 


Financier Suffers from a Hemorrhage 
of the Brain, Which Lenves Him 
Without Power of Speech--His Con- 
dition Serious and His Physician 
Unable to Hazard a Guess as to the 
‘Outeome—Seeand Time the Banker 
Has Been Thus A@ected. - 


Henry F. Hames, President of the Com- 
mercial Nattonal Bank, is lying at his apart- 
ments in the Lakota Hotel suffering from a 
stroke of paralysis sustained Sunday morn- 
ing. His condition is serious, but no immedi- 
ate fatal results are anticipated. 

The paralysis is the result of hemorr- 
hage of the brain. Mr. Hames is not uncon 
scious nor has he been since the stroke. He 
understands everything said to him, but he 
has lost the power of speech. .The entire 
right side of his body is more or less affected. 

This is Mr. Eames’ first serious sickness in 
over thirty years. He has always been a 
busy man and for many years past has al- 
lowed himself no vacations. To friends who 
have urged him te drop buainess cares for 
a while he has always said he did not need 
a rest. But for a week prior to last Stnday 
Mr. Eames did not visit the bank. He want- 
¢d to do so, notwithstanding the fact that 
he was ailing, but Dr. Frank Billings rather 
insisted he remein at home, and contrary 
to the banker’s usual custom he permitted 
a to be guided by his physician’s ad- 
vice. 

Mr. Eames was attacked about 8:30 o’clock 
Sunday morning. For an hour prior to that 
time he had been rather jollier than usual, 
talking and joking with his valet. The 
dressing process was nearly completed when 
Mr. Eames suddenly threw up his hands in 
a helpless sort of way and staggered as if 
about to fall. The valet caught him, how- 
ever, and calling Mrs. Eames from an ad- 
joining room they assisted him first into a 
wheel chair and later on to his aouch. 

Mr. Eames could not then speak nor has 
he since been able to utter an intelligible 
word. Dr. Billings says his patient is in 
possession of all his mental powers except 
that of speech. As to the final outcome of 
the case Dr. Billings will make no promises 
or positive assurances. He admits the case 
is- serious. 

Nearly forty years ago Mr. Eames suf- 
fered from a similar trouble and was an in- 
valid for almost a year.

Senator A., the Great lowa Horse, Wins 
Two Heats and Gov. Strong Two— 
Both Reduce Their Records—Too 
Much Scoring in the First Heat— 
Over $60,000 Bet. on the Race—Nel- 
lie Bruce Wins the 2:15 Pace in 
Straight Heats. 


Lexington, Ky., Oct. 8. —{Special.}—The 
third day of the Kentucky Trotting Horse 
Breeders’ meeting was a unique one in its 
history, as it is the first time hte great 
Transylvania Stake was ever unfinished. 
The weather was cool and clear and the 
track fast. Fully 10,000 people turned out 
to see the big race. It was the second on the 
program, and as it was the largest fleld that 
ever started for it it required a long time to 
get the horses away. 

More than $60,000 had been bet on the race 
before the first heat was called, so that 
Starter Walker tried to give everybody a 
fair showing owing to the fact thatso mary 
horses carried big bundles of money. They 
scored down twelve times, when Alcidalia 
collided with Senator A.’'s sulky just in Tront 
of the upper end of the grand stand and 
threw the Senator’s owner and driver, Clar- 
ence Alexander, out. He was pretty badly 
stunned, but was soon able to drive again, 
and after Senator A. had run around the 
track once he was hooked up to another 
sulky and a fresh start was made. 

Walker got them off the second time they 
came down. Gov. Strong, the favorite, 
landed the first and second heats in grand 
style and it looked as if he was a cértain 
winner in straight heats, but in the third 
heat Alexander got Senator A. going and he 
came from fourth position at the head of the 
stretch and won in a brilliant drive. The 
fourth heat was really easier for Senator A., 
but darkness coming on the race was post- 
poned until tomorrow, 

The Senator’s backers think it will mean 
the defeat of their favorite, while the Gov. 
Strong contingent is greatly elated over 
the postponement. Both Gov: Strong and 
Senator A. lowered. their records in this 
race. The first event on the program, the 
2:15 pace, went to the favorite, Nellie Bruce, 
in straights, but she had to lower her record.

+ and Author Developed from Pe- 
‘qaiiar and Often Sad Experiences. 
George Louis Palmelia Busson du Maurier 
was born on March 6, 1834, in No. 80 Champs 
Elysées. His family name was really 
Busson, the “du Maurier" being taken 
from the “ Chateau le Maurier,” now a 
prewery somewhere in Anjou or Maine. The 
chtean was built during the fifteenth cent- 
ury, At this time and until a late period the 
territorial appellation was the prerogative

Du Maurier was accustomed to wonder at 
his own success.

He finally accepted the view of 
his friend Anstey, who Said the precise writ- 
ing the illustrator had been doing for Punch, 
the little dialogues accompanying the sketch- 
es, was itself.a first-class training. 


Works Refiected Experience, 

Another friend and admirer said the pop- 
ularity of Du Maurier’s novels was due to 
the fact that he had lived and suffered much, 
and had kept his memories green. Of his 
own method the author’ simply sald’ the 
words seemed to flow from his pen. He rarely 
looked at his paper, partly to save his eye- 
sight, but mainly because. writing was no. 
eifort. 

When he showed “‘ Trilby”’ to Harpers 
he was offered £2,000 for it. He accepted it 
with gratitude, though he was urged by the 
publishers to take a percentage instead. 
When the book became such a pronounced 
success Harpers voluntarily destroyed the 
agreement and gave him a liberal royalty. 

Of ‘‘ Trilby ” Du Maurier said there were 
fio originals forthe heroine, for Svengali, or 
for nineteen out of twenty other characters 
in the book. The scenes only were from life. 
The name was carried tn his head many 
years. He seemed to realize its value as a 
“seller.” The name was to be found. he 
said, in a poem of Alfred de Musset and a 
novel of Charles Nodier, being in the latter 
instance the name of a man. 

Du. Maurier never ceased to draw for 
Punch, and devoted more time to this work 
than to writing. He lived quietly in a little 
frequented street facing Hampstead Heath, 
{In an old but luxuriously furnished house 
eof brick with many angles and turns, and 
overgrown with ivy. 


GEN. GEORGE H. SHERIDAN DEAD. 


Distinguished asa Soldierand Repub- 
lican Orator. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 8.—News has been 
received here of the death’ yesterday at the 
Soldiers’ Home, Hampton, Va., of -Gen. 
George H. Sheridan, who was for years a 
notable figure in politics, and ranked high 
as a Republican orator. He had a fine rec- 
ord as a soldier in the vol- 
unteer army, and was (for. one 
term Recorder of Deeds in the Dietrict of 
Columbia. Sinc¢ his retirement from office 
he has figured on the lecture stage, meinly in 
attacks upon Ingersoll’s religious theories. 
Of late ygars declining health and tmpaired 
faculties obliged him to seek refuge in the 
National Soldiers’ Home at Hampton, and 
he fell a victim to softening of the brain.

Many Constitutional Changes Made, 

At the morning session of the federation 
the work of revising the constitution was 
taken up. The time tor holding the annual 
meeting was changed from the _ second 
Wednesday in October to the third Thurs- 
day in that month.” It was decided .o change 
the term of the Vice-Presidents to two years, 
and provision was made. for the election of 
half the number at each meeting. 

An amendment was adopted providing 
that the President shall not be eligible for re- 
election aiter serving two terms. The ef- 
fice of Vice-President-at-Large was created 
and the State Chairman of Correspondence 
was made a member of the Board of Di- 
rectors. 

A radical change was made in the manner 
of securing cawdidates for the various offices 
of the federation. The Board of Directors 
was authorized to appoint a nominating 
committee of nine, This committee is to 
send blanks to the vafious clubs of the 
federation with the request that they be 
filled out with the names of those whom 
the club desires to suggest as candidates. 
From these blanks a ticket is to be made 
up. Provision was made that where organi- 
zations have within themselves a State or- 
ganization the State organization only is 
eligible to membership in the federation. 
This amendment provides also that clubs 
may send three delegates, but that no dele- 
gate shall have more than one vote, although 
she may represent more than one club. 


Work of Afternoon Session. 


At the afternoon session some time was 
taken up with the reports of clubs and the 
regular afternoon program. It opened with 
a paper, *‘ The Legitimate Aim of the Wom- 
an’s Club,”" by Mrs, Annie Fremon Guinan 
of Quincy. She said in part: “ The club

Widow Tells Her Story. 


Mrs. Hull told a strange story yesterday. 

“I was abandoned by my husband eight 
months ago,”’ said she, ‘“‘ and was left with 
my little girl and boy tosupport. I had some 
furniture, and was able to take In boarders 
at No. 453 Milwaukee avenue. About a week 
ago Mrs. Simpson came to me and outlined 
her plan to have me come into the widows’ 
colony, turn over my furniture to the insti- 
tution, let her clothe and educate my chil- 
dren, and she would store the furniture I did 
not need myself. For this I was to pay her 
only $1 a month. As she was going to look 
after my little ones in the daytime I thought 
I would have a good chance to earn a living. 

“ While I was cooking supper on a gasoline 
stove in my bedroom last evening, just be- 
fore dark, Mrs. Simpson rushed into the 
room, and, after talking in an excited man- 
ner to me, ejected my two children. Then 
she dragged me to the door.and put me out. 
The door was immediately locked, and we 
went to a cheap hotel for the night. Now I 
am out of home, have no employment or 
boarders, and the ‘official’ home has my 
furniture. I think the real widows have a 
spite against those who are made so by de- 
sertion. But whether I am an ‘ official ’ 
widow or not I want back my furniture.”

BRYAN IN ILLINOIS EIGHT DAYS. 


Scheduled for Fifteen Speeches in Chi- 
cago in Seventy-two Hours. 

William J. Bryan will speak in Illinols 
eight days beginning Oct. 23 and concluding 
Oct. 30. He will devote the last three days 
to Chicago, during which time he will deliver 
fifteén speeches in various parts of the city. 

This was decided upon at a long conference 
held yesterday morning in Chairman Jones’ 
apartments in the National Popocratic head- 
quarters. Those present were A. C. Bentley 
and Theodore Nelson of the State committee, 
Thomas Gahan and Alexander J. Jones of 
the County committee, D. M. McConville of 
Ohio of the national bureau of speakers, Gil 
Shanklin, National Committeeman from In- 
diana, and P. Martin, Chairman of the 
Popocratic State Central committee of In- 
diana. 

The decision was not arrived at, however, 
without a prolonged discussion. Mr. Mc- 
Conville put in a strong plea for Ohio, rather 
intimating that Mr. Bryan’s time in Illinois 
would be thrown away, and saying that 
Ohio was a ripe field for his labors. 

Committeemen Shanklin and Martin were 
no less earnest in presenting the claims of 
Indiana. They contended that the: four 
days originally assigned to Illinois were suf- 
ficient. A request also came in from Ne- 
braska. 

Gahan and Jones presented the claims of 
Chicago, and said it was the key to the situa- 
tion in Iillinois, and that with Bryan here; 
three days it could be carried for him. 
These arguments finally prevailed. 

Mr. Gahan refused to indicate the places 
where Mr. Bryan will speak in Chicago, but 
ij is known that arrangements have been - 
made for him to speak in the Second Regi- 
ment Armory Oct. 28 and at St. Stanislaus’ 
Hall in the Sixteenth Ward Oct. 29. It is 
known that the total number of speeches 
he is to deliver here is fifteen. 

Committeemen Bentley, Brinton, Hogan, 
and Nelson will arrange the plans for the 
candidate’s speeches out in the State. Heis 
dated already at Jacksonville Oct. 26. He 
will also speak at Peoria, Decatur, Elgin, 
Springfield. and Freeport, in addition to 
many smaller towns. 

British-Americans for McKinley. 

British-American citizens of the north- 
west wards of this city held a mass-meeting 
at Wendell’s Opera-House, Oakley and Mil- 
waukee avenue, last night.
